CLEARING THE DECKS. 


— — — 


THE GOVERNMENT PREPARING FOR AN- 
OTHER ATTACK ON ELECTION FRAUDS. 


Sixty Cases Docketed in the United States 
District Court for Trial During the Term, 
Which Opens To-Day—Ex-Delegate Peter 
R. Morrissey, Depnty Sheriff Joseph 
O'Connor, Deputy Constable James Con- 
way and John W. Chamberlain Placed 
Under Bond—New indictments in Which 
There Are no Holes—A Breathing Spell. 


This morning Judge Thayer opened the May 
term of the United States District Court. 
Sixty cases against election offenders are 
docketed for trial in this court. On opening 
his docket Judge Tha asked: - 

Mr. District Attoruey, can you inform me 
what disposition will be made ‘of the criminal 
cases on this docket, known as election 
cases?’’ ; 

' District Attorney Bagshaw replied: ‘‘No, 
sir; I cannot say exactly now. Those cases 
were entered on the docket before I came into 
Office, so that I cannot get a day at this time. 

‘*Will you examine into that matter to-day 
and iet me know during the day, so that I can 
order a jury?’’ 

Attorney Estes asked if the election cases 
would be given preference over all others on 
the docket. Judge Thayer replied that the 
election cases will be specially set down by 
themselves. District Attorney Bashaw stated 
that he would notify the dourt of the dispo- 
sition desired by the Government. The docket 
was then called, when it was ascertained 
that five other criminal cases were ready for 


trial. Judge Thayer then made an order on 


the Marshal tosummon thirty-six jurors from 
the City and County of st. Louis to be in at - 
tendance on court next Monday for the trial 
ofthese cases. ) 

After a consultation of the counsel for the 
Government it was decided not to begin 
the trials of the lection fraud cases 
until the latter part of the month. 
This action is decided on to aecommodate the 


Hannibal term of the District Court and also 

to allow some matters now in hand for the 

prosecution to ripen. When the trials once 

commence they will be pushed vigorously. 

The order of the cases has no yet been set. 
ANOTHER SURRENDER. 

Deputy Sheriff Joseph O'Connor surrendered 
himself at the office of the Clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court to answer a new indict- 
ment returned against him by the Grand-jury, 
which adjourned on last Saterday. O’Connor 
was tried in the Circuit Court on an Indictment 
which charged him with falsely impersonating 
various fictitious individuaig and registering 
on the books of the Tenth Ward. On the 
trial O'Connor explained his position 
to the jury. He said thut one evening last Sep- 
tember he happened into Blong’s saloon at 
Morgan street and Jefferson avenue, where a 
large crowd, several of whom he kuew by 
sight, but only one by name. Paddy Golden, 
the only one he knew by name, was the man 
who addressed him, saying that as he, O' Con- 
nor, was a good writer he had better enter 
some names in 2 book, O'Connor without 

her inquiry on and entered

a lot ot names read to him by Golden from u 


— book, which the latter took from his 
pocket, 

The jury which tried O'Connor failed to 
agree, eleven voting for conviction and one 
for acquittal. Inthe instructions to the jury 
and in the argument of some law points 
sprung inthe case itdeveloped thatthe court 
differed on the correctness of the form of the 
indictment. Judge Thayer held that the 
writing of the names constituted but one of- 
fense, but did not believe that the offense was 
laid out in a charge that he had falsely imper- 
sonated the number of persons, as charged in 
the mdictment. 

The new indictment charges that O’Connor 
entered 2 on the deputy recorder’s 
books of the Tenth Ward in order to secure 
registration for the parties named as voters in 
the Ninth Congressional District, making it 
appear on the book that the persons regis- 
tered had 222 de tore the deputy recorder 
and taken the oath as directed by law, which 
it is alleged was not the fact in any 
instance. On alternate pages of the in- 
dictment it is charged that the persons 
whose names were registered did not live in 
the ward and precinct as represented by 
O’Connor in the registrations. Stripped of its 
legal phrases the indictment charges O’Con- 
nor with having registered the names ofa lot 
* a gta persons on the books of the Tenth 

ard.

Gloessner, by whose place the proposed 
track was to run, was purchased at a fancy 
figure to silence his opposition. The charter 
to the new company was granted Thursday 
and the streets named above were crossed 
yesterday. | 

Mr. Busch said the object in laying the track 
on Sunday had not been to take advantage of 
any opposition, as had been intim 
but was done with a view of obstructing the 
street traffic as little as possible. It was also a 
necessary move, because the force of track- 
men at their command was not sufficiently 
large to do the work quickly, and they had ob- 
tained the services of the Iron Mountain sec- 
tion men, who were at liberty only on Sunday. 
The new switch, itis expected, will be used 
by Anthony & Kubn, the Green Tree brewery, 
and other manufacturing companies in the 
vicinity. Work to-day is proceeding upon those

nu BY EASTERN CAPITAL TO SQUEEZE ST. 
LOUIS SHORTS. 


The Nice Little Wheat Deal Which Is Being 
Engineered for R. B. Brown and Wil- 
liams, Black & Co. of New York—The 
Figures in Detail— Ways Out of the 
Squeeze—What the Local Brokers of the 
Deal Have to Say. 


The St. Louis wheat bears, especially those 
who are short what are known as the ‘‘old 
crop options,’’ having sold May and June 
wheat, are greatly exercised over what they 
believe to be a deal developing in this market.

His Objections to His Fellow-Convicts—Rub- 
bing Elbows With the Scum of Gotham’s 
Vice—Unsuccessful Efforts of the Prison 
Chaplain to Convert Herr Most—A Mar- 
vel of Brutality. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcaH. 

NEw YORK, May 2.—Piacards reading, Buy 
Johann Most’s book, ‘The Horrors of Black- 
well's Island,’ price 5 cents, were posted on 
coal boxes, telegraph poles and fences 
throughout the East Side yesterday. 
nothing new to anarchists who read it. It had 
been dinned into their ears fora month. Here 
mre some extracts from the volume: ‘‘As an 
anarchist, I looked upon my convict ‘chums’ 
as In a large measure the product of the mis- 
grable existing social conditions. But this 
fact does not by any means make 
such products one whit more attractive 
than when found in their haunts, and I 
shouid not care much to choose them as com- 
panions. However, inthe penitentiary I was 
compelled to rub elbows with the scum of 
Gotham’s vice. And these fellows took a 
fiendish delight in playing all kinds of tricks 
upon me. I would willingly let that pass, but 
what exasperated me the most were the ifsults 
that were heaped uponme. Qne would ery, ‘I 
hope they will hang that —— anarchist!’ An- 
Other ojaculated, Les, —— I would like to pull 
the rope.’ My assistant at the drill in the 
machine- shop used frequently to tell the other 
prisoners, referring to me, ‘When Mook upon 
this fellow it seems as though I am an organ- 


tinder who has a monkey skipping around.“ 


The bair cutting and shaving seems to have 
Deen especially abhorrent to Most. Of these 
performances the ex-convict writes: Tue 
officials kept me shaved and trimmed like a 

ald-faced gorilla always ready for exhibition. 
_ was, in fact, a physiological cat-of-nine-tail 
torture that I had to stand. Almost every day 
there would be coming a gang of well-fed 
butis of either city, who, after inspecting the 
animals in general, directed their insolent 
gaze at me—animalus anarchic. That the

The dark 
cell is of the same box-like dimensions as the 
ordinary holes in the wall termed ‘cells,’ only 
it contains no berth, and instead of the iron 
grasing it bas a tight- fitting iron door. When 

is is closed = absolute darkness prevails in 
the narrow compartment. Being thus de- 

rived of fresh air and a horrible stench aris- 
ng, it is indeed strange that the inearcer- 
ated victim esta ae suffocation.

THE CIVIL COURTS 


A MOTION TO QUASH THE WILSON SUIT 
AGAINST THE ’FRISCO MANAGERS. 


Judge Dillon Hears Mr. O'Day in the Stock 
Book Controversy — Settlement of the 
Cunningham Damage Suit Against the 
People’s Railroad Company—Judge Val- 
liant Reverses His Predecessor on a Ques~ 
tion of Law—The Scudder-Ames Litiga- 
tion. 


Mr. O’Day presented himself in Judge Dil- 
lon’s court this morning, and handed up to 
the bench a motion to quash the Wilson writ 
of mandamus relative to inspection of the 
stock and transfer books of the Frisco Rail- 
way Company. The Court granted until 
2 o’clock for the filing of authori- 
ties in support of the motion 
and intimated that the matter would be given 
a hearing atonce. The motion to quash sets 
forth that it is not averred that. Graydon & 
O'Day are the legal custodians of the transfer 
and stock books, or have the right to exhibit 
the same to the public or ,.stock- 
holders for inspection. The averments 
are inconsistent in that it is stated 
that the defendant, Graydon, is the 
transfer agent of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company; hence, as a matter of law, 
he ia the custodian of the transfer and stock 
books, and the party whose duty it is to pro- 
duce the same for the inspection of the public 
or stockholders in cases where such produc- 
tion is obligatory. 

It is not averréd that any pecuniary 
loss would be sustained by Wilson in conse- 
quence of the refusal of Graydon and O’ Day to 
exhivit the transfer books and stock ledger. 
It is also contended that the writ does not 


leave the respondents the alternative of show- 
ing cause why the act was not performed as 
demanded. 


The Scudder- Anes Suit. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision in 
thé everlasting Scuddér-Amés litigation. The 
Court overrules the motion of Messrs. Seudder 
to file additional exceptions to the final settie- 
ment of Mrs. Ames as the administratrix of 
the partnership estate of Henry Ames & Co. 
In 1874 Mrs. Ames presented her settlement to 
the Probate Court, and exceptions were 
filed by Méssrs. Scudder as sexediitors of

in the Probate Court and judgment rendered 
by that Courtin July 1875. The Scudders 5 
ealed from it and 1 exceptions were again 
ried in the Circuit Court. om that court 
he case was also appealed and ithe 
Supreme Court in October, 1886, reversed 
the trial court d remanded the case 
to thé Cirdult Court for a flew trial excépt as 
A a — items determined by the Supreme 
urt. 
After more than ten years the Scudders asked 
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reached the Circuit Court before the excep- 
tions were manifested. 


Judge Thayer Reversed. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
reversing his predecessor on a question raised 
in the suit of the State to the use of Locke’s 
administrator against Jones and others. 


The point was whether an administrator 
prosecuting a suit on a canse of action 
that accrued to thé intestate could be 
required to give security for costs 
under thé provisions of section 985 or 986, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1879. Judge Vailiant says: 
It is an administrator’s duty to use due dill- 
gence to collect the debts and outstanding 
claims due the estate, and if he fails to do so 
he is Hable on his official bond. The law would 
be inconsistent in its dealings with him if 
in one line it required him to bring 
gult and held him responsible for 
failure to do go, and in the next line it placed 
the process of the law beyond his reach, 
unless he was willing to assume a personal 
liability and involve a friend as security. An 
administrator is not personally liable to pay 
costs, and the law does not require him to 
give securi 

In the cas of a dead man’s estate with none 
but the administrator te protect it it hindrances 
were put in his way such as giving bond for 
costs it might deter him from prosecuting the 
interests of tlie estate und serve as ah excuse 
for failing to goliect the assets. The motion to 
vacate the order requiring the administrator 
to give security for costs te sustained, and the 
motion to require him to pay the accrued 
costs is Overruled.’’

New YORK, May 2.—Early in the comiug 
month a monster balloon will start from St. 
Louis. It will be sent up by the WORLD and 
will contain five passengers—a navigator to 
manage the aerial ship, a photographer with 
the finest instrument, ready to catch views of 
the wonderful panorama which will be spread 
out below the lofty observers; a scientific man, 
detailed from the Signal Service office in 
Washington and provided with all instruments 
necessary for the accurate observation of the 
many interesting phenomena of the upper 
atmosphere, and last in the car will be two 
trained writers, who will present in word pict- 
ares to the readers of the WORLD and the 
PosT-DisPaTCH what they have caught with 
dye and ear far up in the untravelled area of 
the upper skies. 

For months pasta number of work-people 
havé been busy in the little town of Winsted, 
Conn., making ready the monster bag and 
box in which the five men will make their in- 


, teresting and thrilling journey. The master 


spirit in all this preparation is Alfred E. 
Moore, who, at the age of twenty-nine, has 
on for himself a name and place among th 

of the time. He nal

ws of his native State from every point and 
wall sorts of weather. He has had his pro- 
portion of the hair-breadth scapes which fall 
% the lot of those who leave mother earth 
and tread the treacherous element of the at- 
mogphere. . 

In the new balloon which has been growing 
under his supervision he has tried no novel 
plans. There are no wings or fins, or pro- 
pelling blades, or other contrivances to get 
out of order and do more harm than good. 
The scheme was to go up, catch that easterly 
current which all air navigators of prom- 
inente agree does exist above the lower air 
stratas, and then stay up long enough to cover 
the distance of 1,500 miles, which would lower 
the party in New York State, or at any rate in 
this direction. From twenty to thirty hours 
it is proposed shall be spent in the air, and the 
calculations were all based on making a ma- 
chine which should have lifting-power enough 
to stay up fully that length of time. Every

day the workmen walked with padded shoes 
over the stretched out sections of the balloon - 
bag and applied the coating. Four coats in all 
were to be a ed, and as each vent or por- 
tion of the balloon was smeared it was hung 
up onawire framework to ‘dry and harden. 
This process is now going on, and any one 
who may call at the WoLD loft, near Clark’s 
Hotel, Winsted, may see and sniff ad lib. 

During this week the next step in the evolu- 
tion of a baloon will be begun. 
THE BIG NET 
which overspreads the vast bulb will be made. 
This will be made from a special braided cord 
made from the best quality of Barbour’s shoe 
ead. Four hundred pounds of this has 
been bought. When it comes to Winsted it 
is in the smallest threads, tough, yet very fine. 
Mr. Moore does not care to trust to the twist- 
ing ofthe factory, so a hand-twister is 


employed, and stout cords made slowly, but 


surely. No broken threads are permitted to 
pass, and the result is a series of fine cords of 
the mimimum weight and the maximum 
strenth. It is absolutely necessary that the 
network should have an even bearing all over 
the muslin. Ifthereis bagginess at any one 
point or stricture producing pressure the con- 
tained gas will press unevenly, there may 
come a rupture, and then the escape of gas 
would bring balloon and riders ina crash to 
the ground. So it is that Mr. Moore has given 
his expert net-maker an exact schedule 
of the size of meshes, smaller at 
the top where the gas pressure 18 

reater, and with larger meshes or openings 

ower down the side, where the knotted cord 
framework is gathered to the sustaining guy-, 
ropes. At the bottom of the bag, correspond- 
ing to the stem of the pear, the opening will 
be about two feet across. This is left free, as 
the gas, being lignter than the air, will not es- 
cape unless, owing to the expansion under the 
direct rays of the sunin the upper atmos- 
phere the gas should be forced out. 

Having bag and net-work made, the next 
features of the whole air-ship is the carriage 
below, in which the crew and passengers 
sit ready to make their observations or 
enjoy the trip. Ordinarily this is of 
basket-make, narrow and deep, very much in 
the proportion of an eighteen-inch doll stand- 
ing in an ordinary peach basket. This bal- 
loon will not have this old flimsy contrivance. 
To carry five men a good stout car is called 
for, and this is provided, while the large size 
of the gas receptacle makes it possible to car- 
ry a heavy box-car. 

THE BOX 

made for the purpose has been built by a car- 
riage-maker. It is a wooden tank, open at the 
top, six feet by ten feet in area about the top 
rail, and four feet deep, with sloping sides. 
First a framework of light ash was made, each 
joins and crossing slotted and each rib let into 
the lower sill and upper plate with mor- 
tise and tenon. To the ordinary eye it would 
look like a crockery crate with a stout rim. 
It was built under the eye of Mr. Moore and 
after the painting was completed came the 
covering. Tbis was of one-half inch tongued 
and grooved fine stuff, narrow and selected as 
free from knots and sap. Inside and out this

WHEN STANDING READY FOR THE WORD 
to let go the balloon will mount up 100 feet or 
more into the air, while from side to side at 
the greatest diameter of the bulb the distance 
will be 75 feet.

Why is the trip organized? Merely todo 
what everybody at all cognizant with the con- 
ditions of the problem of weather study 
knows ought to be done. The observatory 
atop of Mount Washington was established 
largely'to permit observations to be made of 
the currents and counter-currents, the play of 
heat and cold, and all the changeful phe- 
nomena of the upper air. A balloon obserya- 
tion would enable the bureau and science gen- 
erally to secure a useful lot of data, 
and this is the opportunity which the balloon 
trip will afford the Government. There is 
news above the line, and the 
WORLD and the Post- DISPATCH wish to secure 
it, hence this expedition. It will bring down 
plates of beauty such as the camera can secure 
nowhere else. It will bring into the 8 
study of meteorology a mass of data worth al 
the expense of the outfit, and it will enable the 
WoORLD ahd the PostT-DiIgPATCH correspond- 
ents, after a day’s long trip along the glorions 
region of the upper-skirting, along far above 
the cloud-line, te give to our readers a story 
which shall be after the manner of Verne, 
wonderful and entrancing except only with 
the difference that every word of the narrative 
will be truth from an experienced eye-witness 
whose graphic pen at the best must fall 
far short of the gorgeous views of nature 
which will be set out before him. Just at this 
time, when so much attention is devoted in 
foreign countries to the facts and features of 
acerostation, itis entirely proper that some- 
thing should be donein this country in this 
entranci department of practical natural 
science. o expense has been spared, no 
trouble regarded too great to make the affair 
an entire success so iar as every appliance of 
modern science has been called on—even to 
the supply of astorage battery sufficient to 
keep an incandescent light in agiow during 
the night and thus enable thé observations to 
go on while the sun is around on the China 
side of the earth. So far as can be judged from 
the precedent of similar trips and the prepara- 
tion for this one it will be the opportunity of a 
lifetime alike for navigator, for photographer, 
for observer and for chronicler. 

MR. MOORE, 
the young man who Is in charge of the prepa- 
rations and who will go heavenward in com- 
mand of the novel craft,is a thorough en- 
thusiast on the subject. He isthe owner of a 
bolt factory, to the management of which he 
was called away from Yale College by the 
death of his father. He is married and has 
made many trips alone in a little 7,500-cubic- 
foot balloon, and with his fellow-enthusiast, 
Doughty, in a 40,000-cubic-foot balloon. He 
takes no special stock in much of the romantic 
talk about aeronautics, but, is always ready for 
a run skyward. Speaking of his balloon 
experience, he sad. got into it 
by accident, and do not regret it. To go 
in a balloon is to enjoy an experience 
which is entirely indescribable. A man who 
goes up with feur and trembling is apt to find 
out that itis more enjoyable than otherwise. 
Whereas, a man who goes up with a flippant 
idea that it is nothing is apt to get a very 
owerful impression made upon him before 
egets down. It is full of surprises, and 
very agreeable ones generally. The fact 
which most impresses one is the dead still- 
ness. The flap of the valve plate, which here 
sounds like the snap of a pencil on the table, 
there goes off like a cannon. The tick of a 
watch goes off like the stroke of a blacksmith’s 
hammer. It is awful; that is the best word for 
the experience. It makes one feel very 
little indeed to see the earth several miles 
away. I have seen as far north as Mount 
Tom, at Holyoke, then to the south the Sound 
and Long Islaud beyond it, while to the west 
the Catskills, beyond the Hudson, could be 
made out. This as I stood over Canaan, in 
Connecticut. In this coming trip I am anxious 
to beat the Wise record of 1,200 miles. I want 
to go 1,500 at least, and starting from St. Louis 
come down somewhere in this vicinity. I 
think we shall come East, or perhaps North- 
east. We may come down in boodleman’s 
land, and if we do you will hear of an ex- 
perience in a Canadian forest which may make 
exciting reading and more ee acting. I 
will travel along about two miles high just in- 
side of that line as near as may be. If we 
start at9 o’clock in the morning and your 
WORLD and POST-DISPATCH men start upon 
writing their experiences at once we can, if 
you wish, drop down over some city and pass 
down a ee of * de put on the wire 
for New York and St. uis. hat would be 
a message from on high in earnest, wouldn t 
it? and then we could go K again and make a 
night ot it in cloudland.

The air runs in 
strata or currents and the changes from one 
to another are very sudden. Once onlyJ met 
with a mishap. The ring over my Basket 
broke, and out I was dumped. I was making 
a stoppage, and was about twenty feet above 
asmalitree into which I landed unhurt, ex- 
cept for afew bruises. We may travel very 
fast. I have gone seventy-four miles in a 
trip, where I was up just eighty-eight min- 
utes, and there is really no danger in run- 
ning along at the rate of ten miles a min- 
ute, for you travel at the same rate as the air 
and fe have no appreciation of air currents 
moving through the air, such as you have when 
on the deck ofa vessel. Ithink we have taken 
every precaution. When we start we will have 
our car piled up with sand bags at either end, 
but this will gradually disappear as we lose gas 
and dispose of the sand to restore our buoy- 
ancy.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Last Friday 
afternoon a package was recefved at the White 
House addressed to ‘‘Grover Cleveland, Pres- 
ident. Col. Lamont, upon opening it, found 
a handsome hickory cane, the gift of Samuel 
Carpenter of Lyman, O. Asilver plate on the 
handle bore this incription, evidently en- 
graved by Mr. Carpenter’s own hand: 

Grover Cleveland, President from 1884 to 
1893. 

The donor had taken it for granted that Mr. 
Cleveland would be renominated and re-elect- 
ed. Col. Lamont smiled when he read the in- 
scription on the plate and carried the cane to 
the President. That evening Lamont left for 
New York to meet Gov Hill,asit is understood, 
dy appointment. He returned yesterday and 
made use of the stereotyped phrase that his 
conference with the Governor of the Empire 
State ‘‘had no political significance what- 
ever. Democratic politicians here are un- 
willing to accept Col. Lamont’s statement. 

„Mr. Cleveland, sald a New York politi- 
cian, is not only a candidate for re-election, 
but is accordingly anxious to head the Demo- 
cratic ticket again next year, He was as sincere 
as any man could be in politics in declaring be- 
fore his election in favor ofthe ong-term idea, 


but since then matters have undergone a 
change. It has been constantly repeated by 
Mr. Cleveland’s opponents that he could not 
be renominated or re-elected. This has net- 
tled him to such an extent that he has de- 
terrained to make the attempt at least. Of 
course Mr. Cleveland knows enough about 
politics to know that without the backing cf 
his own State he will not stand a ghost of a 
show. He realizes that Gov. Hill is his only se- 
rious competitor at present, and Lamont’s mis- 
sion was unquestionably that ofa peacemaker, 
Gov. Hill's loyalty to his party, he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is so strong that he would support 
Mr. Cleveland rather than see the Democracy 
defeated.

The Great Stone Image for the Smithson- 
ian Institution. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—The United 
States man-of-war Galena, Commander Colby 
M. Chester, of the North Atlantic squadron, 
anchored yesterday morning in the Potomac 
off Alexandria, here from Aspinwall. The 
Galena has on board the great stone image or 
statue secured last year on Easter Island for 
the Smithsonian Institution. The statue 
weighs fifteen tons. It was transported to 
Panama by the United States ship Mohican, 


Commander Day, and thence dy rail across 
the Isthmus. Within afew days this extraor- 
dinary relic of South Sea Darbarism will have 
reached its destination, the Smithsonian 
Museum, after having been nearly a year on 
the way. The Galena was visited and admired 
by a good many people. Although obsolete 
and comparatively useless as a war ship, she 
is a yery handsome vessel and seems none the 
worse for the heavy weather experienced on 
the voyage. Easter Island is in the western 
part of the Pacific Ocean, 2,300 miles from the 
coast of South America. It has about a thou- 
sand inhabitants of the Polynesian race, and 
is seldom visited by navigators. Since 1885, 
when some French missionaries landed among 
them, they have become Christians. The 
island contains several hundred igantic 
stone statues, the largest of which is forty 
feet high and measures nine feet across the 
shoulders. They are scattered about the 
island, which is about eleven miles long and 
six wide, generally prostrate. They were 
carved out of the common rock of the island 
and some are tolerably well chiseled. Nothing 
is known as to the origin of these rude works 
of art and worship. As the present race has 
neither tools for such sculpture nor means of 
moving such huge masses it seems certain 
that they were cutin some former age. Na- 
tive traditions give them a supernatural 
origin. It has recently been conjectured that 
the island is the remnant of a submerged con- 
tinent and that these statues were made for 
idols by an extinct race.

ALL ON BOARD LOST. 


The Collision Between the Schooners Thomas 
L. Parker and Louis O'Neill. 


PorT Hund, Mich., May 2.—Capt. Fitch of 
the schooner Thomas L. Parker admits that 
the schooner Louis O' Neill went to the bottom 
of Lake Erie after colliding with his vessel, 


and says that he believes every member of her | 


crew perished with her. The reason why he

A RIVER HORROR. 


Explosion of a Tug-Boat Near Pittsbarg—

FOTHERINGHAM’S CASE 


CALLED AT LAST IN THE CRIMINAL COURT 
THIS MORNING. 


But the Strong Probability Is That Judge 
Normile Will Throw the Case Out of Court 
Just as Soon as the Venue Question Is 
Raised—Indictments to Be Sought in St. 
Louis or in Franklin County—It Is Very 
Doubtful Whether the Messenger Can Be 
Indicted in Either Place—A Celebrated 
Trial, Which Will End Very Abruptly. 


The Fotheringham case has finally — 
taken up in the Criminal Court. A jury is 
ing selected in it to- day and the hearing of tes- 
timony will be commenced in the morning. 
It will never reach a jury here, howeyer, as 
the question of jurisdiction will be raised 
when the testimony discloses where the offénse 
was committed, and the case will undoubt- 
edly be thrown out of court. There are two 
indictments against Fotheringham. One 
charges him with the larceny of $90,000 from a 
railroad train and the other charges him with 
the larceny of $30,000 from a car and in another 
count of the same indictment he is charged 
with receiving that amount. Both indict- 
ments ugainst him are found under what is 
known as the ‘‘larceny from a rallroad train 
section. This law provides that anyone com- 
mitting an offence on a rallroad train can be 
tried in any County through which the train 
passes. In decisions on statutes of thia char- 
acter, the State Supreme Court has held that 
they have been invalidated by the new 
State Constitution which gives the 
venue to the county where the 
offense was actually committed. They have 
never passed on this section, but it is well 
known that Judge Normile holds that itis 
right in the line of their other decisions, and 
that all statutes of this character are uncon- 
stitutional. Ordinary larceny, which is a 
continuous offense, is the only crime that can 
be punished in a County where it was not. 
actually committed. Wherever the property 
is carried the offense may be prosecuted, as 
the larceny lasts while the offender retains 
illegal possession of the stolen goods. If 
Fotheringham had been indicted for ordin- 
ary larceny instead of larceny from a 
railroad car, he could be tried here, butas it 
is he cannot. When the State fails to show 
venue to-morrow, Judge Normile will un- 
doubtedly instruct the ury to acquitthe de- 
fendant. As soon as this is done Circuit At- 
torney Clover will ask that 

FOTHERINGHAM BE HELD 
until an indictment can be obtained against 
him in Franklin or St. Louis Counties, which- 
ever place the Court decides has venue in the. 
premises. It will probably be held that the 
venue lies in st. Louis County. Whether an 
indictment can be obtained in the County 
which is declared to have venue in 
the case is another question. It 
is very doubtful whether such an 
indictment can be had as there is a strong pub- 
lic sentiment throughout the State that he is 
innocent, and that the present indictments 
should never have been found. Even the at- 
torneys for the State do not appear to enter - 
taln much — — of obtaining a conviction, but 
express a desire that the case be tried as they 
claim they have a strong chain of circumstan- 
— evidence against Fotheringham. They

THE JOHNSON GAMBLING LAW. 


An Opinion of “Chief Justice’ McGrath

Secretary of State Michael K. McGrath has 
Taised another constitutional point which it 
‘took a few St. Louis attorneys just about fif- 
‘teen minutes this morning to batter down out 
ofsight. The State Secretary stated the other 
day that if the admitted theory of the con- 
@truction of statutes be applied, that a subse - 
quent act on the same suhject repeals a pre- 


‘vious act, and thata subsequent act repeals 
all provisions of previous acts in 
conflict therewith, the act of the 
last General Assembly in reference 
to gaming and bawdy-houses certainly repeals 
the Johnson law and reduces the punishment 
for the keeping of a gambling-house froma 
felony to a misdemeanor, and the punishment 
from two to five years fo a fine of not less than 
$200 or exceeding $1,000. 

‘When Charles P. Johnson, the framer of 
twhat is known as the Johnson law, was shown 
the remarks of Mr. McGrath, he said: ‘‘It may 
have been the object of Senator Moran in offer- 
ing this amendment to repeal the Johnson 
law, but I don't think that either Mr. Moran 
or Chief Justice McGrath can doit with that 
amendment. If that was the scheme in the 
minds of those who framed the law they have 
failed. Notonly willthe felony clause appli- 
cable to gambling be enforced, but inside of 
two years there will be a law passed stopping 
option-gambling and gambling on ’Change, 
which is; morally, no better nor no worse than 
faro, ogy? nor any other gambling. 

„What is known as the Jobnson law is an 
amendment to section 1,547 of chapter 8 of the 
crimes and criminal procedure acts of the 
State, and is in regard to keeping a gambling 
daevice—the setting up and keeping of a keno, 
faro, poker, roulette or other gambling de- 
vice. Noonan’s amendment is to an 
entirely different section. It is to 
section 1,550 of the same chapter, 
which applies to keepers of common 

ambling-houses, bawdy-houses, dives, etc. 

he gambling-houses referred toin that sec- 
tion mean simply places where gambling is per- 
mitted, although the keeper of the piace may 
get no rake- off. The statute is merely against 
dives and nuisances, while the other section 
fs directed against professional gambling. 
They are widely different. As the amendment 
us not made to the same section as my law, 
it of course has no bearing on it. Even tak- 
ing McGrath’s theory that it had—say that 
both sections applied to the same character 
of offenses, and that, hence, any amend- 
ment to one repeals all previous legis- 
lation in conflict with it? then section 1,550, 
which Moran amended must have been re- 
pealed by my amendment to section 1,547 and 
wiped off the books, so that it was not subject 
toamendment. So you see that from what- 
ever point you view it the amendment cannot 
possibly affect the Johnson law. 

Circuit Attorney Clover, his assistant, C. 
Orrick Bishop, R. F. Walker, assistant to 
State’s Attorney-General Boone, and Thomas 
B. Harvey all enumerated similar views, and 
declared that there was absolutely nothing in 
the point Mr. YeGrath attempts to make.

The Terrible Crime of John A. Snyder at 
Ionia, Mich.

THE “BELFAST SPIDER” DEFEATS WILLIE. 


CLARK IN TWENTY-TWO ROUNDS. 


The Philadelphia Boy Gives a Fine Exhibi- 
tion of Gameness—An Exciting Wrestling 
Match Between Weiss and Kilburz—Base 
Ball Matters—Sporting News and Gossip 
—Chat of the Diamond. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTca. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—Ike Weir, the Belfast 
„Spider, and Willie Clark of Philadelphia, 
contended early yesterday morning for the 
feather-weight championship and $500 a side. 
Twenty-two rounds were fought, and, al- 
theugh Clark was practically wbipped in the 
first halfof the fight, he battled as game as 
any man who ever put foot in a ring. He was 
frightfully battered when Arthur Chambers, 
his second, threw up the sponge, but all his 
pluck was tried. Blood covered his face and 
his eyes were closed. I'm not whipped,’’ 
he gasped, as he staggered toward the 
scrateh, ‘‘but I cannot see.“ Inthe tenth 
round the Spider broke his right hand and 
could not use it afterwards, but he made his 
left hand do double work. All present admit- 
ted that it was one ofthe hardest battles 
f@ather-weights had ever fought.. The fight 
took place in the ball-room of a hotel on Long 
Island Sound, about twenty miles above the 
Harlem River. There was no ring, and on the 
benches that formed the square in which the 
contest was decided sat the thirty spectators.

Clark came up for this round 
against the advice of his seconds who wanted 
him to quit. He would not give in. His left 
eye was entirely shut up, and his right eye all 
but closed.
